kan states holding all the conquered 
country 
if

peace is signed. 
The question of peace looms large 
in the foreground. 
How many vestiges of his formei 
power the allies are prepared to eon 
cede the Turk depends largely upon 
two factors 
the strength and sup 
plies of the allied arm y threatening 
the gates of Constantinople and the 
extent to which the cholera specter 
has embarrassed their plans. 
It is certain that great transport 
difficulties 
hamper 
the 
Bulgarian 
arm y on account of the distance from 
Its base and the rough roads. 
The cholera is counted on by the 
Turks to weaken the Bulgarian ambi­ 
tion for a triumphant march into the 
capital and the celebration of mass in 
St. Sophia.

western end of the island of Jam aica 
has been devastated by a hurricane 
lasting for five days. 
A great tidal wave has swept ovei 
both the north and south coasts, prac 
tically wiping out Savanna La Mat 
and Lucca, both towns of considerable 
importance. 
According to a report brought in by 
steamer forty-two persons were killed 
at Montego bay. 
A ll the roads have been wrecked 
along the southwestern coast and in 
calculable 
damage 
has 
been 
done 
Communication between Kingston and 
the center of destruction is not likely 
to be resumed for a week. 
The latest reports indicate that the 
tidal wave swept over Savanna 
La 
M ar and adjacent villages for a guar 
ter of a mile inland. 
The effect of the hurricane extended 
along the coast eastward to Black ru­ 
er, about twenty-five miles from Sa 
Varina La Mar, where the residential 
quarter was wreck* <1.

The voting strength of the conven­ 
tion, based on membership in repre­ 
sented bodies, went 10,983 against the 
m inority report and 5,929 for it.

A Peep Into Kilauea'* Lake of B rim ­ 
stone and F ire. 
Kilauea, in Hawaii, is a round, ex­ 
tinct crater about three miles across 
and Tiki or mn) feet deep. 
It lias been 
the scene of terrific explosions in past 
sues, but it lins now dwindled to the 
small active crater of Ilalemaumnu. 
which is sunk near the middle of it 
like a huge pot. 
or more feet deep 
and I.<hh) feet across. 
In the midafternoon a party of eight 
of ten of us on horseback set out to 
visit the volcano. 
Til l frail led down 
the broken and shelving side of the 
crater, amid trees and bushes, till it 
struck the floor of lava at the bottom. 
Our course took 
us out over the 
cracked and contorted lava beds, where 
no green tiling was growing. 
The 
forms 
of the 
lava 
flow 
suggested 
mailed and writhing dragons, 
with 
horrid, 
gaping 
mouths 
and 
vicious 
claws. The lava crunched beneath the 
horses’ feet like shelly and brittle lee. 
At one point we passed over a wide. 
Jagged crack on a bridge. As we neared 
the crater the rocks grew warm and 
sulphur and other fumes streaked the 
air. 
When half a mile from the crater we 
dismounted and, leaving our horses in 
charge of the guide, proceeded on foot 
over tile cracked and heated lava rocks 
toward the brink of this veritable 
devil's caldron). 
The sulphur fumes 
are so suffocating that it can be ap­ 
proached only on the windward side. 
The first glance into that fearful pit 
Is all that your Imagination can picture 
i t 
You look upon the traditional lake 
of brimstone ami tire. and if devils 
were to appear skipping about over the 
surface with pitchforks, turning their 
victims as the cook turns lier frying 
crullers in tin* sputtering fat. it would 
not much surprise you. 
This liquid is 
rather thick and viscid, but it is boil­ 
ing furiously. 
G reat masses of it are 
thrown up forty or fifty feet, and fall 
with a crash like that of tile surf upon 
the shore.
